9. (new) A system for condition-based maintenance of at least one decentralized tedmical 
installation, the system comprising: 

a mechanism for recording condition values of the technical installation; and 
a mechanism for transmitting the recorded condition values to a central maintenance 
management sj^tem, the central maintenance management system comprising a &st mechanism 
for evaluation of the condition values and a second mechanism for generating mflintenance 
orders according to the result of the evaluation of the condition values, wherein the mechanism 
for transmitting the recorded condition values is adapted for transmitting using e-mail. 

10. (new) The system in accordance with claim 9, wherein the second mechanism of the central 
maintenance noanagement system generates the maintenance orders according to predefined 
rules. 

I I . (new) The system in accordance with claim 9, wherein the central maintenance management 
system coirpises a third mechanism for inq>l^ratatio(n, monitoring and/or documentation of 
the generated maintenance order. 

12. (new) The system in accordance with claim 10> herein the central maintenance 
management system comprises a third mechanism for implemmtation, monitoring and/or 
documentation of the generated maintenance order. 

13. (new) The system in accordance with claim 9, wherein the mechanism for transmitting is 
adapted for using a http transfer. 

14. (new) The system in accordance with claim 10, wherein the mechanism for transmitling is 
using a http protocol. 
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15. (aew) The system in accordance with claim 1 1» wherein the mechanism for transmitting is 
provided for the transEmission of the recorded condition vahies by means of http transfer. 

16. (new) The system in accordance with claim 9, wherein the mechanism for recording is part of 
a stored program controller or a SCADA system. 

17. (new) The system in accordance with claim 10, wherein tibie mechanism for recording is 
integrated into a logical program controller or a SCADA system. 

18. (new) The system in accordance with claim 1 1 , herein the mechanism for recording is part 
of a stored program controller or a SCADA system. 

19. (new) The system in accordance with claim 1 3, wherein the mechanism for recording is part 
of a stored program controller or a SCADA system. 

20. (new) The system in accordance with claim 9, wherein the maintenance management system 
is connected to an industrial fiamewoik syst^n. 

21. (new) The system in accordance with claim 10, wfa^ein the maintenance management 
system is connected to an industrial fiamewotk system. 

22. (new) The system in accordance with claim 1 1» \dierein the maintenance managemmt 
system is linked to an industrial framework system. 

23. (new) The system in accordance with claim 13» \\^erein the maintenance management 
system is connected to an industrial framework system. 

24. (new) The system in accordance with claim 16, wherein the maintenance management 
system is comiected to an industrial framework sj^tem.

25. (new) A method for condition-based maintenance of at least one decentralized technical 
installation, comprising: 
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recording condition values of ffae technical installation by a recording mechanism; 

transmitting the recorded condition values to a central maintenance management system by 
a transmission mechanism iising email; 

evalnaticig the condition values by ttie central maintenaxu^e management system; and 

creating maintenance orders by the central maintenance management system rdative to the 
result of the evaluation of the condition values. 

26. (new) The method in accordance with claim 25, wliereui the maintenance management 
system uses a first medianism for evaluating the condition values and a second mechanism for 
creating the maintenance orders. 
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
